Charles Goltra Passes ‘Away at 
His Altadena Home.

Knights Templars to Conduct 
Obsequies Tomorrow. 


Charles Goltra, retired bank- 
in Masonic cir- 


on Highland avenue, Altadena, after 
an illness of long duration. The 
funeral services will occur at 2 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon, under the aus- 
pices of the Knights Templars of 
Pasadena. | 

Mr. Goltra was born in Jacksonville, 
III., October 20, 1846. He resided 
there until 1896, and was educated in 
the schools of that city and in Wabash 
College. He then engaged in the mer- 
cantile business for two years, and 
then moved to Crawfordsville, Ind., 
where he was in mercantile lines for 
ten years. In 1881, Mr. Goltra be- 
came connected with the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank of Crawfordsville, and for 
years was its cashier. f 
He was married in 1870, to Miss 
Minnie Wasson, daughter of one of the 
pioneers of Crawfordsville, and also 
a banker of that city. One son and 
one daughter were born to this un- 
ion—William W. Goltra and Mary Gol- 
tra, now the wife of Luke Wood of 
Pasadena. 

Mr. Goltra was made a Mason 
Montgomery Lodge, at Crawfordsville, 
im 1879. Im the same year he was 
made a Royal Arch Mason. He was 
created a Knight Templar soon there- 
after, and in 1885 became Eminent 
Commander. In the following year he 
was elected Grand Warder of the 
Grand Commandery, and by a regu- 
lar advancement attained the high 
rank of Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander in 1904. For twenty-seven 
years he was treasurer of the four 
Masonic bodies of Crawfordsville. 
For many years he was one of the 
most prominent banking figures in the 
Middle West, and upon his retirement 
he came to California, about two and 
a half years ago. For the past year 
and a half his home was in Altadena.

Capt. Harry & Chappelear, veteran 
of the Civil War, pioneer of Los An- 
geles, holder of various appointive po- 
sitions, and a familiar figure at the 
Courthouse for the past quarter of a 
century, died at the family home on 
Bighth avenue Wednesday night, sur- 
rounded by the immediate members of 
the family. He was stricken several 
days ago while on duty, and death 
occurred from heart trouble.

Up in Alaska this summer the 
Federal government will have a 
twenty-four-hour day, all day- 
light, for constructing its State 
railroad.

Preparations for 
planting were made at once, and the 
next year saw the first gigantic beet 
crops stretching along the valley 
boulevards. 

It is a matter of history that the 
operations of the sugar company 
were conducted at a heavy loss for 
the first two years, owing to the lack 
of rainfall and the fact that the lands 
in this crop require special prepara- 
tion for best culture. The third year 
saw a change, thanks to the later 
wet season and the more thorough 
working of the ground, and crop re- 
turns since have more than made up 
for the earlier losses. 

A grand total of 42,315 tons of 
beets were harvested by the 
sugar company from 3509 acres of 
the old ranch lands in 1915, an aver- 
age of over twelve tons to the acre. 


|The average sugar content, according 


to the company’s figures, was 18.05 
per cent. Most of the beets last year 
were raised by dry farming, although 
the beginning of the water distribu- 
tion from the aqueduct surplus by 
means of open ditches enabled the 
growers to make tests showing the 
remarkable possibilities of the crop 
with adequate irrigation. Enough 
was learned in this way to make it 
certain that a yield of twenty tons to 
the acre, worth $5.50 to $6 a ton is 
not an un nable average expecta- 
tion for the future. 
THE FUTURE’S PROMISE. 

It is estimated that there will be 
cver 18,500 acres in sugar beets in 
the San Fernando Valley during the 
present year. The total value of this 
-rop is estimated at cver $1,000,000. 
The growing operations, it is declared 
by those in touch with the situation, 
will give continuous employment 
during 1916 to many hundreds. The 
tremendous future output assured by 
the now unfailing water supply makes 
it certain that the industry will con- 
tinue to grow in importance as an 
annual contributor to the wealth of 
the section. 

The beet lands are prepared in the 
fall, the beet seed being planted in 
rows twelve inches apart from De- 
cember to March. When well sprouted

DUNGAN IS FREED FROM 
FAIR CO-ED’S CHARGES. 


N THE presence of nearly 200 stu- 


| dents of the University of Southern 

California, E. J. Dungan, a former 
student, was freed by Justice Hinshaw 
yesterday from the charge of writ- 
ing threatening letters to a pretty 
co-ed, Miss Evelyn Kinder, of No. 
1707 Third avenue. 

After listening to the story told by 
Miss Kinder of her alleged persecu- 
tion and the elaborate abili set up by 
the defendant, Justice Hinshaw de- 
clared that even if Mr. Dungan wrote 
the letters there was nothing in the 
evidence or surrounding circum- 
stances to indicate that he would 
carry out the threats and that he was 
bound to release the defendant. 

Justice Hinshaw said that the testi- 
mony was of so conflicting a nature 
that he had endeavored to set up in 
his own mind a theory concerning the 
writing of the death threats. Three 
theories, none of them borne out by 
the testimony, presented themselves. 

First, that the defendant in a 
Jealous mood wrote the letters. 

Second, that students, knowing the 
conditions, in a perverted sense of 
humor sent Miss Kinder the letters. 

Third, that someone interested in 
prosecuting the defendant was the 
author of the letters. 

Miss Kinder was the first witness 
and testified to having received three 
slips of paper, one an invitation, an- 
other a threat and the third a Black 
Hand letter. She told of meeting the 
G@efendant on several occasions and 
that he sought her companionship, 
threatened to “get her,” threatened 


to see her dead on the porch of Mor- 
gan Silver, and on one occasion 


chased her along the streat, and at 


another time pointed to her on the 
street and told a companion that he 
“would get even with her.” 

Morgan Silver is a student at the 
university and friendly with Miss 
Kinder, according to the testimony. 
One of the letters, placed under a 
window at Miss Kinder’s home, con- 
tained the same words the defendant 
js alleged to have used. 

In his own defense Mr. Dungan

OW business in the Philippines 
bas been practically destroyed 
and the development of the is- 

lands stopped completely, because of 
the peculiar politics now being played 
by the Wilson administration, with 
the apparent intention of giving the 
Filipino independent government,, Was

Mr Boeck disposed of his entire 
holdings, and will make his home in 

rtling as e news brought by 
this former Citizen of Manila ~y his 
opinious, spoken as one who has lived 
on the islands for years and has 
studied conditions thoroughly, are 
even more remarkable. For Mr. 
Boeck firmly believes the only future 
of Philippine development, if the 
nited States grants independence, is 
their acquisition by Japan. 

“The Filipinos are absolutely un- 
able to govern themselves.“ Mr. Boeck 
said, “and the men with brains and 
money living there, whether native or 
foreign born, realize this. But as in 
every tropical country, the lower class, 
or ‘politicos,’ as they are called on 
the islands, dominate. It ‘is this class 


that desires independence, and when 
they get it the islands will 80 to 
pieces. 

The present attitude of the admin- 
istration in Washington has ruined 
business there My sugar piantation 
Was losing ™o-ey. Because the busi- 
less men vew that with independ- 
ence will came chaos, they are all 
leaving. 

“Our markets have disappeared, 
and there is nothing to do but sell for 
what we can get and close out. Al- 
though: I have not as yet made my 
plans, I believe I will locate in South- 
ern California, if you will let me. 

“The only solution I see for the 
Philippines is to have Japan assume 
control, if the United States gives up. 
There must be a guiding hand there. 
If not, the ‘politicos’ or lower class. 
will rule. The higher classes do not 
want independence, but because they 
are outnumbered five to one, their 
voice is not heard in Washington.”

Be- 
cause Inspector Frank McClellan, 
who procured information now in the 
hands of members of the Council, did 
not report to the City Engineer before

In the meantime, Mr. MoCiellan, 
who was slated by the Council for 
the special inspector’s position at $150 
a month, has not been appointed and 
no action is expected until the return
